Edmonton drivers aren’t getting 
the message, but they’re sure get¬ 
ting tickets. 

Police held eight “Big Ticket 
Events” this year in an effort to 
catch speeding motorists in a 24- 
hour period. 

During an event last week, EPS 
officers recorded 1,105 speeding 
violations. 

A total of 830 vehicles were 
caught at up to 25 kilometres over 
the posted limit, while another sev¬ 
en were caught in excess of 50 kilo¬ 
metres, acting Staff Sgt. Keny Bates 
said Wednesday. 

EPS first began Operation 24- 
hours in September 2008.

Report’s 
suggestions 
already in 
place: AHS 

Alberta Health Services said 
most recommendations in 
a fatality inquiry report into 
the death of a patient at Al¬ 
berta Hospital have been 
implemented for months. 

The report, released 
Tuesday, followed the 
December 2008 death of 
Lorraine Adolph, 68, whose 
body was found metres 
away from where she went 
outside to smoke. 

Mark Snaterse, AHS ex¬ 
ecutive director for mental 
health and addiction, said 
better search techniques al¬ 
most immediately followed 
her death. 

“Now the way the 
grounds are searched, 
they’re laid out in a grid,” 
said Snaterse. 

The winter following 
Adolph’s death, a mock 
search involving an elderly 
person in a tuclced-away lo¬ 
cation was conducted suc¬ 
cessfully, he said. 

The report also suggest¬ 
ed having all-terrain 
vehicles or snowmobiles to 
help comb the massive 68 
hectares and 40 buildings. 

“That’s something we’re 
in the process of leasing 
now,” he said. 

The third recommenda¬ 
tion for a secure smoking 
area outside will be 
tougher, he said, based on 
provincial no-smoking rules 
for health facilities. 

Snaterse anticipates 
smoking rules will be in a 
provincewide mental- 
health facility review, 
launched this summer after 
two patients walked away 
from an Alberta Hospital. 

He expects results in early

Hundreds mourn 
death of Claresholm 
shooting victim

© ‘She was many different things to many different people,’ says sister 


A young woman gunned 
down by her jealous ex¬ 
boyfriend on the side of a 
dark southern Alberta 
highway was remem¬ 
bered Wednesday as a vi¬ 
brant and fearless role 
model. 

Tabitha Stepple, 21, 
was one of four young 
people shot last week by 
Derek Jensen, just north 
of the town of 
Claresholm, before he 
killed himself. One 
woman survived. 

More than 850 mourn¬ 
ers at Stepple’s funeral in 
Lethbridge watched as 
Stepple’s simple white 
casket, covered in flow¬ 
ers, was wheeled into the 
church. Her pet terrier, 
Mya, was an honorary 
pallbearer. 

“Tabitha was incredibly 
full of life. She carried 
herself well,” said her sis¬ 
ter Teresa Kleinfeld, her 
brothers Nelson and 
Trevor Stepple standing 
one on each side of her. 
“She stood up for herself 
and for what she knew to 
be right and what she be¬ 
lieved in. 

“She was many things 
to many different people.” 

Younger brother Nel¬ 
son remembered a big sis¬ 
ter who always watched 
over him from the day he

was born. 

“Tabitha we love you.

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Pins and Needles know 
when it’s winter at the Ed¬ 
monton Valley Zoo. 

Sure, there’s a chill in 
the air, but there’s also 
more food and a large 
amount of straw bedding 
and insulation at the out¬ 
door enclosure for the 
North American porcu¬ 
pines. 

“I think a lot of people 
are interested in how dif¬ 
ferent it is in the winter, 
and how different the ani¬ 
mals and everything 
looks,” said Sandy Helliker, 
animal-care team leader. 
“We may supplement their 
diet, we may increase their 
diet. We add extra insula¬ 
tion, extra bedding and 
wind blockers.” 

The zoo is open all year 
and the animals are out 
and about — for the most 
part. Some move indoors, 
making space for others 
closer to the front en¬ 
trance. Primates, walla¬ 
bies, capybaras and 
tropical animals tend to be 
kept inside year-round, but 
can go out if they wish. 

Others, such as birds of 
prey, red-footed tortoises, 
iguanas, quails, and some 
monkeys, goats and zebras 
can be found outdoors in 
summer but head inside 


for the winter. 

However, some tough it 
out year-round. 

“Some of them have in¬ 
creased shelter or a heat 
lamp,” Helliker said. 
“Some of them look fuzzi¬ 
er or heavier. ... And de¬ 
pending on the 
temperature and sun, they 
might be conserving their 
energy.” 


Winter wonders 


► Not all of the animals in 
pastures or heated 
buildings in winter can be 
seen by the public. 

► Heating and power bills 
rise in winter because 
lights are on longer and 
heat is turned up, making 


the zoo “just a typical 
family household," Sandy 
Helliker says. 

► The only day the zoo is 
closed is Christmas Day. It 
is located at 13315 Buena 
Vista Rd. Hours are 930 
a.m. to 4 p.m. daily.

Tough law targets 
impaired drivers 


O No more 24-hour suspensions for drivers with blood 
alcohol level of 0.05% © Cars will be seized automatically

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Free rides will soon end for 
drivers being handed 24- 
hour suspensions for meas¬ 
uring a blood-alcohol 
content (BAC) of 0.05 to 
0.099 per cent of blood by 
volume, say police. 

“If we get 10 impaired 
charges, we get double that 
in suspensions,” said Sgt. 
Conrad Moschansky of the 
Edmonton Police Service’s 
impaired driving counter¬ 
measures unit, noting BAC 
of 0.05 to 0.099 calls for a 
24-hour driving suspen¬ 
sion. 

While that will change 
with new legislation this 


$250 

Ami-impaired driving 
courses, from $250, 
will be required for 
subsequent offences 
under new Alberta 
legislation lowering 
I the blood alcohol limit 
to 50 mg/% (or 0.05). 

July, currently no fines or 
tickets are issued and few 
cars are seized — drivers 
are simply told they can’t 
drive for a day. 

In the past five years 
that’s meant 10,000 slaps 
on the wrist for city driv¬ 
ers. 

“It’s a risky habit. I don’t 


think people really realize 
they are at a dangerous lev¬ 
el. 

“At 50 (0.05) some peo¬ 
ple are impaired, at 80 
(0.08) most people are im¬ 
paired and at 100 (0.1) 
everyone is impaired,” said 
Moschansky. 

New legislation will 
drive suspensions up to 72 
hours, and see cars seized 
automatically. 

Subsequent offences 
within 10 years will mean 
15- and 30-day suspensions, 
and “cars going to jail for 
seven days” at drivers’ ex¬ 
pense, said Moschansky. 

The province also began 
keeping a database of 24- 
hour suspensions last June, 
he said.

Edmonton police wish 
they weren’t so good at 
finding impaired drivers 
this holiday season. 

EPS released the 
season’s Checkstop num¬ 
bers on Wednesday, and 
one supervisor said he’s 
disheartened the message 
not to drink and drive is 
still not getting out. 

“I hate to say it, but our 
Checkstop operation is 
veiy successful, 
unfortunately,” said Sgt. 
Conrad Moschansky, of the 
EPS impaired driving 
countermeasures unit. 

“I’ve been in this 
business for a great many 
years. To be out on the 
road and see the same 
numbers and, in some cas¬ 
es, the breath numbers are 
even higher, it’s discourag¬ 
ing,” said Moschansky. 

Police launched the 
Christmas Checkstop cam¬ 
paign, along with Target 
All Drunk Drivers (TADD) 
roving enforcement, in 
early December. 

So far more than 70 ar¬ 
rests for impaired driving 
have resulted from the 
three-day stops.

Citizens help curb the danger 


The Edmonton Police 
Service launched its Curb 
the Danger program in 
October of 2006 to allow 
citizens to report suspect¬ 
ed impaired drivers. 

More than 700 im¬ 
paired charges have re¬ 
sulted from CTD calls in 
the first 11 months of 
2011, and another 250 24- 


hour suspensions. 

“Members jump right 
on those calls,” said Con¬ 
st. Ian Brooks, of the EPS 
impaired driving counter¬ 
measures unit, adding a 
police vehicle and heli¬ 
copter are dispatched to 
CTD calls. 

Drivers who suspect 
someone is impaired be¬ 


hind the wheel should 
call 911, report the li¬ 
cence plate and vehicle, 
and keep it in sight if pos¬ 
sible. 

Police estimate that 38 
to 45 per cent of intercep¬ 
tions lead to 24-hour sus¬ 
pensions or impaired 
driving arrests.

“I have to get all the Christ¬ 
mas gifts on my list so, yes, 
I’m stressed,” says one har¬ 
ried last-minute shopper at 
Kingsway Mall, too rushed 
to give her name. 

The pressure to find just 
the right Christmas gift, or 
create the perfect holiday 
meal, does contribute to 
feelings of depression and 
stress, says University of Al¬ 
berta psychiatrist Jean- 
Michel le Melledo, but less 
December daylight is also 
likely to cause irritability 
and sadness. 

“People also interpret 
Christmas based on child¬ 
hood — if there was fight¬ 
ing and too much alcohol, 
they may see Christmas 
negatively,” he said. “But if 


their memories are of 
warm family traditions, 
they’ll want to recreate 
that atmosphere in adult¬ 
hood.” 

He says use of anti-de¬ 
pressants does go up at this 
time of year, with people 
complaining of poor sleep 


and social withdrawal. 

Women, who tend to do 
more of the shopping and 
meal-malcing, also feel the 
burden of the holidays 
more than most. Financial 
difficulties also add to the 
stress of the season. 

Le Melledo recommends 


exercise for all, saying that 
while it doesn’t treat de¬ 
pression, physical activity 
has a tremendous impact 
on brain health. 

“Very busy people do 
find the holidays a wel¬ 
come chance to take time 
off work and spend it with 


family,” he added. 

“I tell patients to pick 
and choose which events 
they’ll attend, limit alcohol 
and draw names for gift-ex¬ 
changes. 

“You have to prioritize 
what you want for your 
Christmas.”

“This monument 
will not only commemo¬ 
rate those who have died 
before, it aims to educate 
people so future deaths can 
be prevented.” 


According to monument 
designer Memi von Gaza, 
the obelisk sends a simple 
but powerful message to 
the public that those who 
die at work aren’t just a sta¬ 
tistic. 

“I grew up on the farm, 
where there are no labour 
standards, so this hits home 
with me,” says von Gaza. 

Heavy-duty mechanic 
Michael Brown wrote prose 
about broken families that 
will be placed on a plaque 
on the memorial. The 
Finning employee says the 
workplace death of a co¬ 
worker a few years ago has

stuck with him. 

“I want people to stop 
and realize wives and chil¬ 
dren are left behind.

Shechlco, 24, said the 
activists were made to sit 
still on the bus for several 
hours, prevented from 
speaking or moving.

A self-styled cosmetic sur¬ 
geon who carried on doing 
a liposuction procedure 
even though a post-opera¬ 
tive patient was dying in a 
room next door has lost her 
licence for two years, the 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario decid¬ 
ed Wednesday. 

“(Behnaz Yazdanfar’s) 
lack of knowledge and/or 
ability and her faulty judg¬ 
ment ended in tragic conse¬ 
quences,” Ontario’s 

medical regulator said in 
its decision. 

“She violated her profes¬ 
sional responsibility by 
treating not just one but 
many patients in an unsafe 
manner.” 

Yazdanfar, a family doc¬ 
tor who moved exclusively 
into liposuction and breast 
augmentation in 2003, was 
found to have violated pro¬ 
fessional standards last 
May in regards to numer¬ 
ous patients. 

In one case, Krista Stry- 
land, 32, died after Yazdan¬ 
far removed more than six 
litres of fat from over 30 
per cent of her body — 
well above the five-litre 
maximum standard —

Dr. Behnaz 
Yazdanfar will have to 
face a public 
reprimand and pay 
$219,000 in costs. 


which was “frankly danger¬ 
ous,” college documents 
show. 

When Stryland went in¬ 
to shock, Yazdanfar failed 
to respond properly, the 
college said. The owner and 
operator of the Toronto 
Cosmetic Clinic went to 
perform another procedure 


as Stryland lay dying in the 
recoveiy room. 

“Standing by and failing 
to call 911 when appropri¬ 
ate in the Krista Stryland 
case demonstrated that she 
was not up to the task of 
caring for this critically ill 
patient,” the college found.

METRO CANADA IN WINNIPEG 

About 30 natural-resource 
officers and city police of¬ 
ficers swooped into the 
Occupy Winnipeg en¬ 
campment at Memorial 
Park at 7 a.m. Wednesday 
to enforce a provincial re¬ 
moval order issued last 
week. 

Police briefly detained 
three occupiers at the 
camp while NROs disman¬ 
tled and loaded a yurt (a 
small tent-lilce structure), 
two tents and all contents 
onto a trailer. Occupiers 
were told they could claim 
their belongings after they 
were catalogued. 

“They sent 30 guys to 
take care of three peaceful 
protesters,” said Kristaps 
Balodis, who had been

sleeping in the yurt. 

“This isn’t the end. ... 
This isn’t the last you’ll 
see of the camp. That I can 
say for sure.” 

Of the three evicted oc¬ 
cupiers, Terry Weaymouth 
was the only one to get a 
written notice of eviction. 

“Occupy Winnipeg is 
pretty much done, in my 
opinion, unless we take 
immediate action to set 
up somewhere else,” 
Weaymouth told Metro 
Winnipeg as he surveyed 


the empty park. 

“Personally I’d like to 
see (a tent) go up tonight, 
even if it’s just one tent, 
just to defy these f—ers.” 

Weaymouth said Mani¬ 
toba Conservation district 
supervisor Joe Johannes- 
son told him a hay bale 
fire last week was the final 
straw for the province. 

“He said, Well, it’s be¬ 
cause of the last fire. ... 
Safety is being threatened, 
so (we’ve) got to do this.’ 
That’s just an excuse.” 


In a written statement 
on Monday regarding the 
previous week’s removal 
orders, the province said, 
“As with past orders, struc¬ 
tures that are occupied 
will be allowed to re¬ 


main. 

Conservation Minister 
Dave Chomialc told media 
the province decided to re¬ 
move the camp when it re¬ 
ceived a report from the 
fire commissioner on 


Tuesday calling the camp 
unsafe. 

When asked what the 
response would be if occu¬ 
piers were to erect a new 
tent, Chomialc said, “We’d 
immediately remove it.”

The poll also found 
that 54 per cent of B.C.

Guangdong’s deputy 
Communist Party secre¬ 
tary Zhu Mingguo told 
Wulcan village protest 
leader Yang Semao on 
Wednesday that four vil¬ 
lagers being held by po¬ 
lice would be released 
over the next few days, 
Yang told The Associated 
Press. 

“So now we are cau¬ 
tiously optimistic,” Yang 
said. 

The significance of the 
authorities’ unusual con¬ 
cession in Wulcan de¬ 
pends on how the details 
are played out, but it 


could affect the way other 
protests are handled, par¬ 
ticularly in the corner of 
coastal southern China 
that has seen periodic un¬ 
rest over the last few 
years. To Wulcan’s north¬ 
east, the coastal town of 
Haimen saw a second day 
of protests Wednesday 
over a planned coal-fired 
power plant. 

Conflicts over land dis¬ 
putes and other issues in 
much of Guangdong 
province have been in¬ 
tense because the area is 
among China’s most eco¬ 
nomically developed, 
pushing up land prices.

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Columbus link 
to syphilis in 
Europe back 

in spotlight 

A 500-year-old debate in an¬ 
thropological circles involv¬ 
ing whether Christopher 
Columbus and his crew 
brought syphilis back to 
Europe has been re-ignited 
thanks to a new report pub¬ 
lished in the Yearbook of 
Physical Anthropology. 

The study’s authors, 
George Armelagos, an an¬ 
thropologist at Emoiy Uni¬ 
versity, along with Molly 
Zuclcerman, assistant pro¬ 
fessor at Mississippi State 
University, and Kristin 
Harper, currently a post¬ 
doctoral fellow at 
Columbia University, have 
concluded that there is no 
adequate evidence to sug¬ 
gest syphilis was prevalent 
in Europe prior to Colum¬ 
bus’ historic voyage in 
1492. 

Syphilis is a sexually 
transmitted disease caused 
by the bacterium Trepone¬ 
ma pallidum.

The scenes of mass grief 
coming from North Korea 
— people falling to the 
ground weeping and cries 
of anguish amid sombre 
crowds — look forced.

Loss and fear 
of an uncertain future — 
the same emotions that 
many feel at the death of a 
loved one — become conta¬ 
gious in crowds.

bloodiest days of a crack¬ 
down by President Bashar 
al-Assad against a nine- 
month popular uprising. 

The White House said it 
was “deeply disturbed” by 
Tuesday’s attack, France 
called it a “murderous spi¬ 
ral,” and the Arab League 
reminded the al-Assad

U.S. airlines failed Wednes¬ 
day to block an EU law 
charging airlines flying to 
Europe for their carbon pol¬ 
lution. The decision by an 
EU court was widely hailed 
by environmentalists but 
the Fitch ratings agency 
said it raised the spectre of 
a global trade dispute. 

The European Court of 
Justice in Luxembourg dis¬ 
missed arguments that im¬ 
posing the European 
Union’s cap-and-trade car¬ 
bon-credits program on 
flights to and from Euro¬ 
pean airports infringes on 
national sovereignty or vio¬ 
lates international aviation 
treaties. U.S. and other non- 
European airlines had sued 
the EU, arguing that they 
were exempt from the law.

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Getting ‘under the skin of the viewer’ 

O Trent Reznor’s novel approach to Dragon Tattoo score is rewarded with a Golden Globe nod

Trent Reznor and Atticus 
Ross started writing music 
for the American adapta¬ 
tion of The Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo months be¬ 
fore they’d even seen the 
script. 

“We tried some new ap¬ 
proaches in terms of hand¬ 
ing over lots and lots of 
music that was composed 
really from an impression¬ 
ist point of view, before 
anything was even shot, so 
that (director) David (Finch¬ 
er) and the filmmakers 
could really weave it into 
the fabric of the story,” 
Reznor said. “Just see how 
that works: A new experi¬ 
ment.” 

It seems to have worked 
just fine: The composers 
earned a Golden Globe 
nomination last week for 
their original score — their 
second consecutive nomi¬ 
nation in that category. The 
pair won the Golden Globe 


and the Academy Award for 
their score for 2010’s The 
Social Network. 

Reznor, 46, said working 
with Fincher on The Social 
Network prepared the com¬ 
posers to take a novel ap¬ 
proach to the music for 
Dragon Tattoo. 

“As I learned how the 
process works on Social 
Network, it struck me that 
the director could really use 
access to music while the 
scenes are being edited to¬ 
gether,” he said. 

“Often what they do is 
reach into a bucket of temp 
music to kind of get the 
vibe of what they think it 
might sound like. I 
thought, well, if you had a 
lot of music to start with, 
that would certainly be a 
helpful tool while they’re 
putting the broad strokes of 
the film together.” 

Reznor and Ross dedicat¬ 
ed a year to the project, and 


much of the music they 
wrote before shooting be¬ 
gan made it into the final 
film, which opened 
Wednesday. The film fol¬ 
lows a journalist (played by 
Daniel Craig) who enlists 
the help of a young com¬ 
puter hacker (Rooney Mara) 
to investigate a series of 
decades-old killings. The 
original Swedish version of 


the film, based on Stig Lars- 
son’s novel, was released in 
2009. 

Fincher’s film is “a fairly 
unpleasant and uncomfort¬ 
able viewing experience,” 
Reznor said. 

“We really wanted to get 
under the skin of the view¬ 
er and contribute to a sense 
of uneasiness when that 
was appropriate, and also 


tiy to breathe life into the 
landscape where this takes 
place, a very frigid Sweden, 
and act like set dressing re¬ 
ally. It’s not an obvious 
score.” 

He said the composers 
aimed to create music that 
“fits right in with the light¬ 
ing or the set design or the 
costumes.” 

“There’s nothing I think 


you’re going to leave the 
theatre humming in your 
head necessarily in terms of 
score, and that’s intention¬ 
al,” Reznor said. It’s a com¬ 
pletely new way to think 
about music for the Nine 
Inch Nails frontman. 

“When I’m writing mu¬ 
sic for myself or for my own 
projects, I’m hoping that it 
eats up close to 100 per 
cent of your attention, 
what’s coming into your 
ears. And working in film 
and particularly with 
David, it really is contribut¬ 
ing to the overall experi¬ 
ence,” Reznor said. 

“It’s forcing me to re¬ 
think how I compose and 
what role sound plays and 
how to contribute and ma¬ 
nipulate emotionally what 
you’re experiencing but not 
in the same way I’m used to 
doing it, and that makes it 
exciting for me.”

Leave it to Biyan is a new 
HGTV series where home- 
owners who have ideas for 
their perfect reno turn to 
Biyan Baeumler (Disaster 
DIY) with their budget and 
their home and let him de¬ 
cide which room in their 
house really needs the 
reno. 

Metro asked Baeumler 
for a few tips on budgeting 
for home makeovers. 

How much should you spend 


to renovate a bathroom, 
kitchen and bedroom? 

You really could spend any 
amount of money on each 
of these projects, but as¬ 
suming you are choosing 
the average, moderately- 
priced renovation here’s 
what I’d budget: 

Three-piece bathroom: 

$8,000 to $12,000 
Kitchen: $20,000 to $25,000 
Bedroom: $2,000 to $7,000 

Should you align your budget 
for renovations according to 
the overall worth of your 
home? For example, if your 
house is $300,000, what’s a 
reasonable amount to spend 
on a bathroom reno? 

It’s not necessary to directly 
compare a single renova¬ 
tion with your overall 
home’s worth. 

The cost of a reno does 


not just depend on the val¬ 
ue of your home, but also 
the location, neighbour¬ 
hood, and size of your 
home. It’s all relative to 
where you are living. 

Give us some general tips for 
getting the most value for 
your money? 

In the bathroom, the best 
bang for your buck comes 
from upgrading tiles and 
fixtures. 

In the kitchen, the best 
bang for your buck comes 
from countertops, cabinet 
doors and the baclcsplash. 

In the bedroom, the best 
bang for your buck lies in 
the flooring, trim and 
paint. 

However, in any renova¬ 
tion you are doing, don’t 
skip over leaky pipes, elec¬ 
trical problems or structur-

al issues just to get a great 
look on top. These prob¬ 
lems will remain if they’re 
not taken care of properly. 

There is no hard and fast 
rule as to the cost of a par¬ 
ticular renovation. You 
should spend what you are 
comfortable spending. The 
costs of renos are always 
relative. 

You can expect labour to 


be two-thirds of the overall 
cost, but beyond that mate¬ 
rials can vaiy greatly (tiles 
can go from 69 cents to $48 
per square foot). 

If you’re doing a reno for 
resale, definitely don’t blow 


the bank on high end mate¬ 
rials as you cannot guaran¬ 
tee that it will be the 
buyer’s dream home.

Want a trick for starting the 
year off on a fun and 
healthy note? Drag out the 
fondue pot! 

Fondue is a casual and 
social way to celebrate. The 
trouble is, fondue — espe¬ 
cially cheese fondue — can 
be incredibly unhealthy A 
classic fondue starts with 
rich cheeses blended with a 
little spice and some white 
wine to create a savoury 
sauce for dipping chunks of 
bread and other morsels. 

This recipe lets you eat 
sinfully without the sin. 
The secret is in the blend of 
cheeses: A low-fat Jarlsberg, 
a creamy light brie and al¬ 
ready low-calorie pecorino 
Romano make a rich fon¬ 
due that no one will guess is 
low in calories and fat. 

For the liquid, choose 
dry Champagne and a 
thickener similar to corn¬ 
starch called arrowroot in 
order to get the right consis¬ 
tency and flavour. 

And the numbers alone 
are reason to celebrate. Tra¬ 
ditional cheese fondue can 
pack 670 calories and 29 
grams of fat per serving. 



This version comes in with 
just 227 calories and 10 
grams of fat. 

Preparation: 

I Heat broiler. Set top oven 
rack about 10 cm (4 inch¬ 


es) below broiler. 

2 Cut crusts off slices of 
bread. Cut each bread 
slice into 4 equal strips. 
Wrap 1 bread strip 


halfway around one 
grape and poke long 
metal skewer through 
bread and grape so skew¬ 
er is pushed through 
both ends of bread strip 
with grape in middle. Re¬ 
peat with remaining 
bread strips and grapes. 

3 Place all 16 skewers on 
baking sheet. Broil 2 
mins, or until bread is 
browned, turning once 
halfway through 
broiling.

Alternative¬ 
ly, sear in a large skillet 
on the stove, then set 
on a rack over a rimmed 
baking sheet and roast 
in a 180 C (350 F) oven.

The kids have been more 
than all right during a 
slump that’s seen the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers lose six of 
their last seven. It’s the old 
guys who are struggling to 
contribute on the score 
sheet. 

That’s how it played out 
Monday night as Edmonton 
lost its fourth straight, 3-2 
at home to Detroit, with 
rookie Ryan Nugent-Hop- 
lcins and linemates Jordan 
Eberle and Taylor Hall each 
registering points to keep 
hot streaks going, while 
Ryan Smyth, Shawn Hor¬ 
coff and Ales Hemsky were 
blanked yet again. 

Youth is being served 
and the veterans are want¬ 
ing. 

“You only put as much 
pressure on as you want to 
take,” Smyth said. “In that 
regard, when you’re losing, 
it puts the onus on every¬ 
body but more so on the 
leaders, for sure.

Eberle 
scored his 13th goal and has 
points in 13 of his last 15 
games. Hall added an assist 
to give him four points in 
three games since return¬ 
ing from a shoulder injury. 

Horcoff, Smyth and 
Hemsky, meanwhile, have 


struggled mightily over the 
last seven games, combin¬ 
ing for just three assists as 
the Oilers have faded to 
13th place in the Western 
Conference with a 14-16-3 
record as they prepare to 
host Minnesota on Thurs¬ 
day.

Nugent-Hoplcins and 
Eberle lead the Oilers with

On 
the flipside, Smyth and Hor¬ 
coff have gone cold after 
hot starts. Hemsky, coming 
off shoulder surgery, has 
yet to heat up. 

Smyth has just one assist 
in the last seven games and 
no goals in his last 11, Hor¬ 
coff has one assist in the 
last seven, and Hemsky is 
stalled at three goals and 11 
points in his 22 games. 

“This is not their first 
rodeo, so I think they’re do¬ 
ing OK with that,” coach 
Tom Renney said of his vet¬ 
eran trio. “Of course, they 
feel very responsible for 
where we are, and leader¬ 
ship should feel that way. 
That being said, they con¬ 
tinue to work hard in other 
aspects of their game.” 

When a team is winning 
as the Oilers were when 
they started the season 9-3- 
2, stretches like Horcoff, 
Smyth and Hemsky are go¬ 
ing through now aren’t the 
focus. It’s quite the opposite 
after four straight losses. 

“You can dissect every 
one of those guys’ games 
right now and I can tell you 
exactly why they’re doing 
good things for us,” Renney 
said. “At the end of the day, 
for whatever reason, after 
the equal sign, it’s supposed 
to say points.”

Derrick Rose was going 
down the list, thanking just 
about everyone who 
helped him become one of 
the NBA’s best players, 
when he looked to his 
right. 

Seated off to the side 
was his mother, Brenda. 

“I think I can finally say 
this now. Mom, I finally 
made it,” he said. 

Rose, the Chicago Bulls’ 


superstar point guard and 
the league’s reigning MVP, 
agreed Wednesday to a five- 
year contract extension 
worth more than $94 mil¬ 
lion US that kicks in next 
season. 

It’s fair to say Rose made 
it long before this latest 
news conference. The ex¬ 
tension is just another stop 
in a rapid and steady rise 
from a tough neighbour¬ 


hood on Chicago’s south 
side to a starring role with 
his hometown team after 
being taken with the No. 1 
pick in the draft. 

He’s gone from the 
NBA’s top rookie to all-star 
to MVP in just three sea¬ 
sons, becoming the 
youngest player to win the 
award. That’s why the ex¬ 
tension was more a formal¬ 
ity than a surprise. 


The only thing missing 
from his resume is a cham¬ 
pionship and that’s some¬ 
thing he hopes to change 
in his fourth season. 

“He embodies all the 
characteristics that you 
look for,” coach Tom Thi¬ 
bodeau said. “It’s a lot more 
than the talent. 

“The talent is the obvious 
part. Then, when you look 
at his will to win, basketball 


IQ, unselfishness, his humil¬ 
ity — I think those are the 
things that you can build a 
championship-calibre team 
around.” 

The Bulls came close to 
winning it all last year, 
leading the league with 62 
victories during the regular 
season and advancing to 
the Eastern Conference fi¬ 
nal before losing to Miami.
